O ME will alledg, that 'tis not generous to 
diſturb the Aſhes of the Dead, and by con- 
ſequence to ſay any thing againſt a Man of 
Quality, who has ſuffer'd the Puniſhment 
which the Law enjoia'd for his Crime. But ſince 
there's a Party among us, who make a Handle of 
this Speech to defame his Majeſty King GEORGE 
and his Adminiſtration, it ought not to paſs without 
ſome Remarks. | 


+ 4.0 SPEECH. 

B* ING ina few Minutes to appear before the Tri- 

bunal of God, where, tho moſt unworthy, J hope to 
find Mercy, which I have not found from Men now in 
Power; I have endeavoured to make my Peace with his 
Divine Majeſty, by moſt humbly beggins Pardon for all 
the Sins of my Life : and I doubt not of a merciful For- 
giveneſs, thro the Merits of the Paſſion and Death of 
my Saviour Teſus Chriſt ', for which end, I earneſtly de- 


| fire the Prayers of all good Chriſtians. . 


REMARKS. 
This unhappy Lord begins with ſo much Solem 
nity, and ſuch a profeſs'd Senſe of the awful Tri- 
bunal, before which he was immediately to appear, 
that we had reaſon to expect the greateſt Calmneſs 
and Temper in what he was farther to ſay : but in-

ſtead of this, we find in the ſame Breath a bitter 
Reflection upon the Government for not ſhewing him 

Mercy, and yet he is ſo unhappy as to prove by his 
whole Speech that he did not deſerve it. 

Tis therefore charitable to ſuppoſe, that the 
Speech was not compos'd by his Lordſhip, but by 
ſome Jeſuit; for that Society is ſo uſed to Contra- 
ditions, that they are not ſenſible, and by conſe- 
quence not aſham'd of them. e 

Nothing can be more groſs than his Lordſhip's 
Declaration in the laſt Paragraph, That he thank d 
God he was in perfect Charity with all the World, and 
even with thoſe of the preſent Government who were moſt 
inſtrumental in his Death : when'tis obvious to every 
body, that the whole Speech is calculated to inflame 
the Mob againſt the Government, and to raiſe ano- 
ther Rebellion. 

This was ſo much the more ungrateful in his Lord- 
ſhip, becauſe the Sentence which according to Law 
was pronounc'd againſt him, (viz, to be hang'd, but 
not till dead, to be cut down alive, to have his Bowels 
taken out and burnt before his Face, and to have his Body 
divided into four Quarters, which were to be at the 
King's Diſpoſal) was ſo far mitigated by his Majeſty's 
Clemency, as to abate both from the Pain and Diſ- 
grace; for his Lordſhip was only beheaded, and his 
Corps left to the Diſpoſal of his Relations. | 

Tis to be fear'd, that his Lordſhip's Prieſts have 
dealt unfaithful:y with him, by putting him in hopes 
of obtaining Mercy from God, upon his moſt humbly 
begging Pardon for all the Sins of his Life; ſince in- 
ſtead of owning his Rebellion againſt the King and 
our Conſtitution to be a Sin, he plainly jultifies it: 
tho ſuch a Rebellion was always look'd upon to be a 
Sin of the deepeſt dye, ev'n by our Popiſh Anceſ- 
tors, who ſo frequently, bravely and ſucceſsfully ven- 
tur'd their Lives and Fortunes in defence of our 
Parliamentary Kings and Conſtitution, againſt ſuch

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Uſurpers and Tyrants who invaded them. This is 
ſo plain from the Hiſtory of our Saxon Predeceſlors, . 
from the Barons Wars, and from thoſe betwixt the 
Houſes of York and Lancaſter, that no Man who has 
look'd into our Statutes and Hiſtories, can have the 
Front to deny It. 


The SPEECH. 

After this, I am to ask pardon of thoſe whom I might 
have ſcandalix d, by pleading guilty at my Tryal. Such 
as were permitted to come to me, told me, that having 
been undeniably in Arms, pleading guilty was but the 
Conſequence of having ſubmitted to Mercy; and many 
Arguments were uſed to prove there was nothing of mo- 
ment in ſo dving : amongſt others, the een F Prac- 
tice of ſigning Leaſes, whereof the Preambles run in the 
Name of the Perſon in Peſſeſſion. 

But I am ſenſible, that in this I have made bold with 
my Loyaliy, having never any other but King James the 
Third for my Rightful and Lawful Sovereign: him 1 
bad an Inclination to ſerve from my Infancy, and was 
moved thereto by a natural Love I had to his Perſon, 
knowing him to be capable of making his People happy; 
and though he had been of a different Religion from 
mine, I ſhould have done for him all that lay in my power, 
as my Anceſtors have done for his Predeceſſors; being 
thereto bound by the Laws of God and Man. 


REMARKS. 

Theſe Paragraphs are a full Proof, that his Lord- 
ſhip did not in the leaſt deſerve Mercy from the Go- 
vernment; and they ſhew at the ſame time, what 
a Harmony there is in Principle and Practice betwixt 
our Papiſts and High-Church Proteſtants, or De- 
facto- Men. They make little or no difficulty to 
own his Majeſty's Title and Government, when 
they think to reap advantage by ſo doing; but 
when they meet with Diſappointments, they imme- 

diately 
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diately fly in his Majeſty's face. Thus this unhappy 
Lord could readily plead guilty, own his Majeſty's 
Title, and give him large Encomiums, as appears 
by his Speech to the Lords, while he had any hopes 
of Mercy ; but when he found that was not to be 
obtain'd (for Reaſons which his own Speech has 
ſufficiently made gooc) then he puts on the Air of 
a Martyr for the Pretender's Title, and begs par- 
don of thoſe whom he may have ſcaadaliz'd by 
pleading guilty. | 

The chief Argument which his Lordſhip tells us 
prevail'd with him to own his Majeſty's Title, in 
oppoſition to that of the Pretender, was the uni ver- 
ſal Practice of ſigning Leaſes, whereof the Preambles 
run i the Name of the Perſon in poſſeſſion. 

This is ſo very trifling, that one would be a- 
mazed how it could be made uſe of by a Man who 
pretends to die a Martyr, and aſcribes fo much 
Merit to his doing ſo, that he preſumes to call it a 
Sacrifice towards obtainiag what he thinks mighty 
Bleſſings to his dear Couatry, in the fourth Para- 
graph of bis Speech. 

By this we may eaſily ſee what ſort of Caſuiſts 
his Lordſhip made uſe of, and at the ſame time it 
informs us of the Dangers iato which the Popiſh 
Religion precipitates its chief Votaries. This un— 
happy Lord was taught, it ſeems, to diſſemble and 
equivocate during his Life, evea in a matter of 
fuch Weight, as at the point of Death he looks 
upon to be what Divines call a Caſe of Conſeſſion ;, 
which obliges a Maa at all times to maintain and 
avow it, on pain of being difown'd by our Saviour 
at the laſt Day, before his Father and his holy An- 
gels. Yet his Lordſhip confeſſes, that he was 
taught the contrary by ſuch as were permitted to come 
ro him, and that univerſal Practice was ſuffi- 
cient to juſtify him: as if any thing in the world 


could juſtify his doing what he thought to be a 
| Sin, 
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Sin, or his neglecting what he was convinc'd to be 
his Duty. 

This was plainly his Lordſhip's Caſe : for he ſays 
in the third Paragraph, He was ſenſible that by ſo 
doing he had made bold with his Loyalty; and that he 
was bound by the Laws of God and Man to have done 
what lay in his power for the Pretender. And what is 
yet more aſtoniſhing after ſo ſolemn a Declaration, 
and when he was immediately to appear before the 
Tribunal of God, he tells us in his Poſtſcript, © If 
© that Prince, who now governs, had given me my 
Life, I ſhould have thought my ſelf oblig'd never 
© more to have taken up Arms againſt him.” 

Was there ever a more groſs Contradiction heard 
of? How could he think himſelf oblig'd by the 
Laws of God and Man to do all that lay in his power 
for the Pretender; and at the ſame time think, that 
if King GEORGE had given him his Life, he 
ſhould have thought himſelf oblig'd never more to 
have taken up Arms againſt him! Nothing in the 
world could be ſaid more ſtrong to prove the Saga- 
city and Wiſdom of his Majeſty King GEORGE, 
in judging that this Man was not a proper Object 
for Mercy; ſince his own Speech teſtifies to the Uni- 
verſe that no Laws, Human or Divine, could keep 
him to his Duty. The ſame may be ſaid without 
Breach of Charity, as to moſt of thoſe concern'd 
in the late Rebellion, either as Promoters of it, or 
Actors in it; ſo that all Mankind may juſtly ſay of 
the Party, with the Honourable Houſe of Com- 
mons, in the Preamble to their Articles of Impeach- 
ment againſt this Lord and the reſt, * That to ac- 
* compliſh their Ends, for advancing to the Throne 
* a Spurious Impoſtor and Popiſh Pretender, they 
made uſe of the moſt Immoral, Irreligious, and 
* Unchriſtian-like Methods; but more particularly 
in the laſt Years of the Reign of the late Q. Anne, 
* when for that purpoſe the Holy Scriptures were 
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© wreſted, and the moſt wholeſome Doctrines of a 
© the Church of England perverted by Men in Ho- 
© ly Orders, in the moſt publick and ſcandalous | 
© manner, Cc.“ | we Fs” 

Such Practices as theſe may indeed ſute very well 
with Popiſh and High-Church Martyrs, but are 
quite contrary to the Practice of thoſe Heroes 
whom the Apoſtle has recorded for true Martyrs, 
in the 11th Chapter of his Epiſtle to the Hebrews. 

*Tis eaſy to perceive from whence the rebellious 
Faction have receiv'd the Principles, upon which 
they juſtify their abominable Conduct; for they can 
be charg'd npon nothing more properly than the 
following Maxims of the Jeſuits, the principal Fo- 
menters of this Rebellion, viz. | 

That a Man may diſſemble his Religion and his Faith, 
and alſo deny Jeſus Chriſt, to avoid Martyrdom, and 
that one may ſwear falſly, when tis neceſſary to pre- | 
ferve his Honour, his Eſtate, or his Life. | | 

That Lord Derwent water came almoſt up to this 
height of Wickedneſs, is plain, by comparing his 
Speech at the Bar of the Lords, with that on the 
Scaffold; and that our High-Church Faction is ac 
ted by the ſame Spirit, is too plain, from their 
making a Jeſt of Sacraments and Oaths, that they 
may thereby have an Opportunity (as the Com- 
mons juſtly charge them) to ſap and undermine | 
the Foundations of our happy Conſtitution. 

To put both our Popiſh and-High-Church Rebels 
to the bluſh, if poſſible, tis proper to tell them, 
that Pope Innocent XI. condemn'd the above-men- 
tion'd Maxims of the Jeſuits, and ſixty ſix others 
maintain'd by that curſed Society, in his. Bull of 
March 1679, for which thoſe Brethren in Iniquity 
call'd him a Presbyterian, with the ſame good Senſe 
and Propriety of Speech, as they call the moderate 
Biſhops and Clergy of the Church of England by 
that Name. 
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I return to Lord Derwent water. His Propoſition in 
the cloſe of his third Paragraph, that he was bound 
by the Laws of God and Man to do all that lay in his 
power for the Pretender, being the uſual Cant of 
the Faction: it may be a piece of Charity to other 
Papiſts, and help to prevent their running the 
ſame diſmal Fate that he has done, to inform them 


(fince their Prieſts are not faithful enough to do it) 


that the Scriptures, which contain the Laws of 
God, determine nothing either as to the Families 


or Perſons that ſhall govern, or as to the Species of

Government; but leave every Nation at liberty to 
do, in thoſe things, what they find moſt for their 
own Advantage. The Jews, who were the only 
People that ever had a Model of Government ap- 
pointed expreſly by God, were taught, Deut. 17. 
14, Cc. that their Kings ought to govern accord- 
ing to his Law there ſet down. The plain mean- 


ing of which appears by the Text to be thus, That 


he was not to keep upa Standing Army to force 
them to Idolatry and Slavery, nor to oppreſs them 
by arbitrary Taxes, &c. *Tis alſo plain from the 
Hiſtory of the Kings of Judah and Iſrael, recorded 
in Scripture, that there was no ſuch thing as an In- 
defeaſible Hereditary Succeſſion in the next of Blood 
appointed by God, for he nam'd their firſt Kings 
out of the youngeſt and leaſt conſiderable Fami- 
lies. Tis likewiſe evident, that when Kings broke 
in upon the Original Contract, laid down, Deut. 
17. 14, &c, God approv'd it as a juſt Cauſe for the 
People to ſet them and their Poſterity aſide, as in 
the Caſe of Saul and Rehoboam. After both thoſe 


Monarchies came to be diſſolv'd, and the ems con- 


quer'd by other Nations, the Prophets commanded 
them, in all things Civil, to ſubmit to the Powers 
under which Providence had brought them. 

When our Saviour came into the World, he 
both did, and commanded the like to the Fews, 
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who at that time were ſubject to the Romant, and 
ſuch Deputy Kings or Lieutenants as they 
plac'd over them; which was ſo much the more 
obſervable, that had his Kingdom been of this 
World, the Title was in himſelf. The Apoſtles 
follow'd his bleſſed Example, and both practis'd 
and commanded Subjection to the Powers in Being, 


Rom. 13. and to every Ordinance of Man; i. e. 


whatever Species of Government was eſtabliſh'd 
by Nations, whether to Kings as ſupreme, or to o- 
ther Rulers, 1 Pet. 2. 13. 

Jo return again to the Speech: Lord Derwent wa- 
ter ſays in Paragraph 3. That he never had any o- 
© ther but King James the T hird for his Rightful and 
Lau ful Sovereign; that he had an Inclination to 
© ſeive him from his Infancy, anc! was mov'd there- 
© to by a natural Love to his Perſon, and his 
© knowing, him to be capable of making his People 
© happy. 

This makes his Lordſhip guilty of ſach groſs 
Prevarication, to ſay no more, as may juſtly make 
his Party aſham'd of him. Ac ſaid to the Lords, at 
theit Bar, that his Temper and Inclination diſpos'd 
him to live peaceably under his Majeſty's Govern- 
ment; and here, ou the Scaffold, he tells the quite 
contrary, viz. that from his Iafancy he had an In- 
clination to ſerve the Pretender. He alſo told the 
Lords, that he was never before concern'd in any 
Defign againſt the Governmeat, and that his Ap- 
pearance in Arms was raſh, and without any De- 
liberation; yet in his dying Speech he owns, that 
it was the Reſult of his Inclination from his Infan- 
cy: and tho his Lordſhip was ſo unfair as to deny 
upon Examination, that he knew of any Con- 
cert previous to the Rebellion, yet in his Speech 
at the Bar, he owns, that he engag'd himſelf to 
meet at Plainfield in Northumberland, upon aſſu- 
rence that many of bis Friends and Cs gas 
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meet there. Thus he contradicts himſelf in one 


and the ſame breath, and no doubt his Falſhood 


will further appear upon the Trials of other Re- 
bels, when *twill be made evident, that he was 
long before acquainted with the Rebellion, and had 
agreed to act the moſt villanous Part of it. 

The Knowledg he boaſts to have had of the Pre. 
tender's Capacity to make his People happy, 1s as 


great an Impeachment of his Lordſhip's Judgment, 


as the other Parts of his Speech are of his Honeſ- 
ty. A Perſon bredup in the Idolatry of Rome, and 
the arbitrary Maxims of France, could be capable 
of making no body happy bat ſuch as delight in Po- 
pery and Slavery ; and how that could any way con- 
tribute to the Felicity of Proteſtant and Free Na- 
tions, we may eaſily judg by Experience. The 
Pretender's Conduct in Scotland, where he refus'd 
to give the Security which his Friends demanded, 
by the Coronation-Oath, for their Religion and Li- 
berty of the Nation, ſhews us ſufficiently how 
much Lord Derwentwater was miſtaken in his Man, 
or rather the baſe equivocal meauiug that he couchꝰd 
under theſe Words; for no doubt his Lordſhip 
meant, he would make him and other Pariſts hap- 
Py, and we muſt reckon they accounted the barbae 
rous Orders he iſſu'd for plundering and buralug a 
Proteſtant Country, an auſpicious Foretaſte of the 


Happineſs which they expected under his Govern- 


ment. We know weli enough, that the rekindling 
of Fires for Smithfield, and the renewing of Writs 
De Heretico Comburendo, would have compleated the 


Happineſs of Antichriſt's Votaries in theſe Na- 
tions. 


The SPEECH. 

Wherefore, if in this Affair I have acted raſhly, it 
ought not to affect the Innocent: I intended to wrong 
no body, but to ſerve my King and Country, and that 
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without Self- Intereſt ; hoping, by the Example I gave, 


to have induc'd others to their Duty and God, who 


ſees the Secrets of my Heart, knows I. ſpeak Truth. 
Some Means have been propos'd to me for ſaving my 
Life, which I look'd upon as inconſiſtent with Honour 
and Conſcience, and therefore Irejected them; for, with 
God's Aſſiſtance, I ſhall prefer any Death to the doing a 
baſe unworthy Action. I only wiſh now, that the laying 
down my Life might contribute to the Service of my 
King and Country, and the Re-eſtabliſhment of the an- 
tient and fundamental Conſtitution of theſe Kingdoms, 
without which no laſting Peace or true Happineſs can at- 
tend them; then I ſhould indeed part with Life even 
with Pleaſure : as it is, I can only pray, that theſe 
Bleſſings may be beſtow'd upon my dear Country; and 


ſince I can do no more, I beſeech God to accept of my 
Life as a ſmall Sacrifice towards it,

REMARKS. 

Nothing can be a ſtronger Proof of his Lord- 
ſhip's traitorous Intentions, and by conſequence that 
he deſerv'd no Favour of the Government, than this 
Paragraph; for here he again contradicts what he 
{aid to the Lords, of his Inclination to live peacea- 
bly under his Majeſty's Government ; and tells us, 


he ingag'd in the Rebellion, becauſe of the Hopes 


he conceiv'd that his Example would have induc'd 
others to do the like, and was ſo forward in it as 
to have no View of Self-Intereſt ; and for the Truth 
of this he appeals to God, who ſees the Secrets 
of his Heart. ?Twould ſeem his Lordſhip thought 
fit to tell Lyes before the Greateſt Tribunal in Eng- 
land, or perhaps in the World, in order to obtain 
Mercy; but reſerv'd the telling of what he calls 
Truth till he came to the Scaffold, in order to ex- 


cite the Mob to another Rebellion. 


How 15 it poſlible he could intend no Wrong to 
any body, when he headed a Rebellion againſt his 


Country,

Country, in order to ſacrifice our Lives and Eſtates 
to Popery and Tyranny ? but ' tis true, in the Senſe 
of a Papiſt and Tory, this is doing no body 
wrong. Woe to thoſe Men, who call Good Evil, and 
Evil Good. He ſuggeſts to us next, that he could 
have ſav'd his Life, but look'd upon the Means pro- 
posꝰd for it to be inconſiſtent with Honour and 
Conſcience, By this we muſt ſuppoſe that he re- 
fus'd to make any Diſcovery ; and if ſo, he clears 
the King's Honour and Conſcience, in awarding him 
to the Block. His Majeſty is oblig'd by the Laws 
of God and the Land to take care of his own 
Honour, and the Safety of his People ; but muſt 
have been wanting to both, had he pardon'd one of 
the Chiefs of a moſt unnatural Rebellion, who was 
ſo far from repeating of it, that he would not 
make any Diſcovery towards preventing the raiſing 
of another. | 

This Part of the Speech is worded with ſo much 
Ambiguity and Malice, that the Hand of a Jeſuit 
may plainly be ſeen in it. He reflects upon the 
Government as having propos'd ſomething to him 
that was baſe, unworthy, and inconſiſtent with Ho- 
nour and Conſcience, but does not tell us what. 
However it ſerves both to inflame the Mob, and to 
cover his Lordſhip's Falſhood ; for had he pretended 
that he was able to make any Diſcovery, it would 
have contradicted what he ſaid to the Lords, that 
he knew of no previous Concert : but perhaps his 
Lordſhip's Friends may afterwards find it prov'd at 


the Expence of their own Reputation as well as his, 


that he thought it no way inconſiſtent with Honour 


and Conſcience, poſitively to deny a Concert, that 


he knew could be prov'd upon him. Nor are we 
to be ſurpriz'd at this, ſiace the Jeſuits who direct 
thoſe Mens Conſciences teach 'em that they may 


{wear falſly to ſave their Honour, Lives, and 
Eſtates, 


AS 
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As to the reeſtabliſhing of the antient and funda- 
mental Conſtitution of theſe Kingdoms, for which 
he pretends to ſacrifice his Life ; *twas unhappy 
for his Lordſhip and his Friends that the Deſign 
of their Rebellion was perfectly to ſubvert them. 

There is nothing more plain in our Hiſtories 
andLaw-Books, than that the antient and fundamen- 


tal Conſtitution of theſe Nations is built upon the 


Laws of God and Nature, which appointed Gover- 
nours to be a Terror to Evil-doers, and a Praiſe to 
them that do well, that Subjects might live godly 
and peaceable Lives under them: and *tis as evident 
from the ſame Vouchers, that the Parliaments of 
Great Britain were always poſſeſs'd of a Power to 
dethrone Tyrants, as the great Sanhedrims or Coun- 
Cils of the Fews did of old: Nor did ever any Kings 
Teign here, but by a Title deriv'd from Parliamen- 
tary Authority. Even the Family of STUART, 


which carried their Pretenſions higher ſince the 


Union of the Crowns, than ever any of their An- 
ceſtors attempted, had no other Right to the Throne 
of either Nation, but what came from Parliamenta- 
ry Entails upon the Foot of Revolutions both in 
England and Scotland. Thoſe who know any thing 
of the Hiſtory of Robert the firſt of Scotland, and 
of Henry the ſeventh of England, from whom the 
Stuarts deriv'd their Title to the Government of this 
Hand, will be aſnam'd to diſowa it. 

And that the wiſeſt and beſt Kings of that Line 
did own themſelves to be limited in their Power 
is plain, by the followig Inſtances: King James the 
firſt, in his Speech to the Parliament, Anno 1609. 
ſaid, * A King governing in a ſettled Kingdom 
© ceaſes to be a King, and degenerates into a Tyrant, 
© aſſoon as he leaves to rule by his Laws, much more 


«* when he begins to invade his Subjects Perſons, 


* Rights, and Liberties to ſet up an Arbitrary 
Power , 
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liament's Propoſitions, 
not make uſe of the High Power veſted in him 


(15 3 
© Power, impoſe unlawful Taxes, raife Forces, and 
© make War upon his Subjects.“ 
King Charles the firft, in his Anſwer to the Par- 
faid, © That the Prince may 


© by Law, to the Hurt of thoſe for whoſe Good he 
has it. And promis that he would be as careful 
in preſerving the Law, in what is ſuppos'd wholly 
to concera his Subjects, as in what moſt concern'd 
himſelf: for indeed (ſays he) we profeſs to believe 
that the Preſervation of every Law concerns us, 
thoſe of Obedience being not ſecure, when thoſe 
of Protection are violated.——He added, that the 
two Houſes have more than a ſufficient Power 
to reſtrain Tyranny, for the Commons may im- 
peach, and the Lords judg thoſe who for their 
© own Ends, tho they have ſurreptitiouſly obtain'd 
© Command of the King, violate that Law which 
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© he is bound to protec, and contrary to which 


© they are not to ſerve him. 

King James the ſecond having aQted quite other- 
Wiſe, Eddy therefore condemn'd as a Tyraat both 
by his Father and Grandfather ; and he being lawful- 
ly dethron'd, could convey no Title to any of his 
Poſterity : ſo that the two Princeſſes bis Daughters 
had no Right, but what they deriv'd from the Con- 
vention and Parliament that dethron'd their Fa- 
ther; for then there was no Entail upon the next 
Proteſtant Heir. 

Had Lord Derwentwater's Prieſts been faithful, 
they could have told him of many other Authori- 
ties in Defence of the Revolution, and the preſent 
Settlement of our Succeſſion, that would have pro- 
bably had more Weight with one of his Religion; 
of which I ſhall mention two, out of Charity to 
other Papiſts, that they may beware of that Obſti- 
nacy which has prov'd fo fatal to his Lordſhip. 


The 
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The firſt is the Council of Baſil in 1431. which 
holds, That if a King contemn and deſpiſe the 
© Laws, &c. and do every thing ina raſh and licen- 
© tious manner, the Nobles may aſſemble and depoſe 
* him, and ſet up another in his place, who ſhall 
© ſwear and govera uprightly, and be obedient to 
© the Laws.* This they aſſerted to be the Right 
of the People in all the Kingdoms of Chriſtendom 
and the like Determination was given by Pope John 
to Pepin King of France and his Son Charles, as may 
be ſeen in Lambard's Saxon Laws, p. 142. | 

The next Inſtance is from the 75th Canon of 
the 4th Councilof Toledo; which is thus: © As to 
what belongs to all future Kings, we pronounce 
this our Seatence, That in caſe any of them with- 
out being reſtrain'd by the Reverence due to the 
Laws ſhall by a proud Lordlineſs, being puff'd up 
with the Royal Digaity, by Injuſtice, Violence, 
and Oppreſſion, exerciſe a tyrannical and cruel 
Power agaiaſt his Subjects; let all ſuch be con- 
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_< demn'd and anathematiz'd by Chriſt, and be ſe- 


parated from God, and ſubjeted to his Judg- 
ments, for that he preſum'd to act wickedly, 
© and to endeavour the Hurt and Ruin of the King- 
* dom. And as for Santilanus, who fearing the Pu- 
© niſhment of his Crimes, has deſerted the Kingdom, 
© depriving himſelf thereby of the Royal Power; 
© we with the Conſeat of the People have decreed, 
© That he, nor his Wife, nor Children, ſhall ever 
© be receiv'd by us into our Society, becauſe of the 
* Wickedneſs they are guilty of, or reſtor'd to 
* thoſe Honours from whence they have ſo juſtly 
© been caſt down; and that they ſhall not only for 
* ever ſtand depriv'd of the Prerogative of the 
Royal Dignity, but alſo forfeit all the Wealth 


they have got by oppreſſing the miſerable Peo- 
ple, Cc. 
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Here's then the Determination of a Pope, a Ge- 
neral and a National Council, againſt Lord Derwent- 


water's Principles and Practice: for 'tis certain ther”

K. James II. who invaded our Civil Liberties as 
as our Religion, deſei v'd Dethronement, according 
to theſe Authorities. And his pretended Son was 


as juſtly excluded as Saintilanus's Poſterity ; which 


he has now made plain, by refuſing to take the 
Scotch Coronation-Oath, when his Friends there pro- 
pos'd it to him. 

We have done nothing ſince the Revolution, but 
what thoſe Authorities juſtify, except as to Reli- 
gion; but that could be no Objection to his Lord- 
ſhip, for he ſays he would have done his utmoſt for 
the Pretender, tho he had not been a Pa iſt. Tis 
the Invaſions that have from time to time been 
made on theſe Fundamental Parts of om Conſtitu- 
tion by Men of this Lord's Principles, that have 
always obſtructed our Peace and Happineſs : and as 
the ſame Cavſes will conſtantly have the ſame Ef- 
feats, his Majeſty King GEORGE is in the right 
to deprive them of the Power, finc: there's no 
other way to deprive them of the Inclinatioa to 
diſturb our Peace.
